committee selected Norman Chandler, 
publisher of the Los Angeles Times, 
to direct preparation of copy, and he

The newspapers 
are donating the advertising space in 
their own columns, are paying J. Wal- 
ter Thompson company the usual 15 
per cent agency commission on what 
the space would have cost had it 
been actually sold, and are sharing 
pro-rata among themselves the cost of 
engravings, mats and other production 
charges.

LONDON—(/P)—Countering German 


invasion preparations with all its pow- 
er, the British air force rapped home 
blow after blow Tuesday, attacking 
German ships caught in the English 
Channel, carrying out the greatest 
raid of the war on Berlin and leav- 
ing the German-held French coast 
in flames.

British sources said an attack on 


Berlin Monday night was carried out 
by relays of planes which started and 
returned like scheduled trains from 
a railway station. The German cap- 
ital's main power station and gas works 
was said to have become flaming 
beacons. 


Nazi raiders again swarmed over the 


southeast coast with thrusts at Lon- 
don, resulting was two brief air raid 
alarms during the morning.

The United States of America is something new in the world I wish 


that more of my fellow citizens could feel this in their bones. It cannot be 
compared to any other country, past or present; it operates under a different 
set of rules. What happens or has happened to them cannot happen in the 
same way to us. If we- go to smash, it will be in a manner all our own. If we 
move forward to greater stability and strength, as I think we phall, it will 
not be on the attern of Greece, Rome, Germany, Russia or the British Empire. 


Because I deeply believe this, I am0— 


not greatly alarmed about a military 
conquest of this country or about its 
succumbing to brigades of Fifth Col- 
umnists preaching Fascism, Nazism, 
Communism in foreign accents. I am 
afraid in a differ- 
ent way, and with 
a longer time lag. 
There is one pos- 
sible condition, as 
I see it, which can 
reduce this country 
to i impotence, 
and

in part—

"The Lord's Prayer is an exhorta- 
ion to us to call upon his blessed 
Name, it is the cry of the Infinite 


the Finite. One of the grossest 


sins of our modern life is the un- 
offered prayer; why is prayer not 
asked? The unoffered prayer is an 
explanation of many troubles of to- 
day. The Treasure House of God's 
roodness is never found because we 
do not ask for it. No to a prayer is 
sometimes as much of an answer as 
yes. We often ask amiss. There is a 
,ack of earnestness which may be 
more often the reason why prayers 
are not answered. On the other hand, 
the motive of our prayers may be all 
wrong, and God is looking upon the 
motives of our lives. God does not 
see men as men see each other. Of- 
tentimes we are right in the sight 
of man, but not in the sight of God. 
The motives of the woman with the 
alabaster box is an example of the 
pure and undefiled purpose a per- 
son may have. Men called her fool- 
ish, but God saw her motive. Pray- 
ers may be foolish, but if the mo- 
tive is right it is an entree to divine 
help. Again, our spirit is wrong to- 
ward others which oftentimes keep 
our prayers from being answered. 
How often do we let our feelings in- 
terfere and rob us of our prayer life? 
A person who hates, robs and destroys 
his own soul rather than the person 
he dislikes. Jesus said in the model 
prayer, "Forgive us our trespasses as 
we forgive others." This does not 
mean to forgive like we forgive, but 
like we should forgive. If we are 
wrong in our hearts towards others, 
we need not expect answered pray- 
ers. If we hold it, it separates us from 
Gcd. Jesus said if ye abide in me, 
and my words sbive in ye, ask what 
ye will. This should challenge us 
to unite in prayer, and prayers are 
often not answered because of the 
lack of submission. We cannot say, 
'Thy will be done,' fervently. Jesus' 
most victorious prayer was, 'Not my 
will but Thy will be done.' "

Enlistees Said 
to Be Favored 
Over Conscripts 


Postmaster Robert Wilson and Lt. 


Royce Weisenberger, Infantry Reserve, 
report enlistments in the U, S. Army 
from Hempstead county to have in- 
creased considerably since passage of 
the conscription act, but that there 
has been a regular How of young men 
from Hempstead county to the army 
all summer. Mr, Weisenberger said: 


"Since passages-^pf the conscription 


act and the increase in pay for en- 
listed men in the; army to $30 per 
month, plus clothing, shelter, food and 
medical attention, the Army 
offers 


many opportunities for young men in, 
the regular service not to be found in 
the ranks of the conscripts. Conscripts 
are paid only $21 per month for the 
first four months; they will not have 
the wide opportunity now available 
to men enlisting in the regulars to 
choose the branch, of the army they 
will join; and they will be drilled 
in the ranks with the regulars, which 
necessarily means that most of the 
non-commissioned 
officers will be 


from the regulars. 


"A number of desirable vacancies 


are no wavailable and all young men 
interested in military life, especially 
those without steady employment, are 
urged to see Mr. Wilson or Lt, Weisen^ 
berger, who have application papers 
to disrtibute to interested parties; or 
to report in person to the recruiting 
office at Texarkana."

Adapted to Use in Channel 


As it happens, the British ;riivy has 


always been a lot keener .On these* 
fast little boats than has the! U. S. 
navy. Britain built a flock -.of, 'them 
in the last war— tiny craft/carrying 
a couple of torpedo tubes ; and .'zipping 
along at 40 or 45 miles' an hour— and 
got a lot o£ use out of 'them 'in the 
narrow waters of the channel. .The U. 
S. navy never built any, 'chiefly be- 
cause these boats are designed for 
fairly sheltered waters while; the U. 
S. navy figures to do its fighting far 
out at sea, 


About two years ago, the British 


brought out a new design husky 
enough to operate in open water. Navy 
men here got interested, and the Bri- 
tish sent a boat over to show what 
it could do. It stood up pretty well, 
and the order for nearly two dozen 
was placed. 


Right now boats of this type figure 


to be Britain's best defense against 
invasion, the idea being that they 
could lurk in harbor and dash out to 
tarpedo troopships, while their greal 
speed would make it hard for the 
German air force to stop '.them. 


Fighting Isolationists 


The White committee, by the way 


is expanding and will probably play 
an increasingly important role in th 
months just ahead. Its present plat 
form, calling for transfer to the Bri 
tish not only of the torpedo boats but 
also of the army's giant flying fort- 
ress bombers, actually represents a 
victory for the "moderates" 
in the 


committee— the more extreme mem- 
bers having urged that the committee 
work Cor immediate U. S. entrance 
into the war.. 


Particular thought is being given 


right now to strengthening the com- 
mittee's representation in Washington. 
One step in that direction was taken 
recently when the committee brought 
John Balderston, playwright, movie 
scenarist and former foreign corres- 
pondent, here to handle its publicity. 


Meanwhile, a lot of work is being 


done out in the country. More than 
600 local committees are in existence; 
especial eforts are being made to form 
new ones in districts represented by 
isolationist congressmen, although it 
is admitted this job was probably 
undertaken too late to be much of a 
factor in the coming election.

1 as ,the moon comes, between the 
earth arid the surii But to scientists 
it will be one more chance to. learn 
about the universe we live In. ' 


This will be no ordinary eclipse. The 


sun's disk will' be entirely covered 
for more than four minutes. 


"The circumstances that make an 


eclipse of this length possible are ex-' 
tremely rare," says Prof. William H. 
Barton, executive curator of the Hay- 
den planetarium 
of the 
American 


Museum of Natural History. 


"They involve the relative distances 


between the earth, the moon and 
the sun. It is a fortunate combinat- 
ion of these' relative distances that 
will make the coming solar eclipse 
such a notable event, both for as- 
tronomers and the man in the street— 
or, rather, the Indian in the jungle. 
. "The blotting out of the sun by the 
moon in full day during an eclipse 
has always struck fear Into the hearts 
of primitive men because an eclipse 
is something that the average person 
sees no more than once in his lifetime. 


"That isn't because eclipses are so 


rare but because they almost never 
are visible twice in the 'same place, 
and most people live in the same place 
their whole lives." 


As the sun rises over the Andes of 


southern Colombia on Oct. 1, it will 
be totally blotted out. Then a hun- 
dred-mile-wide wall of darkness will 
race eastward across Colombia, south- 
ern Venezuela, the jungles of Brazil 
and out over the Atlantic. Five hours 
later, after crossing South Africa, it 
will lose itself in the Indian Ocean. 


The eclipse will not be visible in 


the United States, except for a few 
fleeting moments in Georgia and Flor- 
ida, where it will be partial. 
: 'Several expeditions will set up cam- 
eras in the hope it will be a clear
